‘LABOUR‘VOTE OF CENSURE IS 
REJECTED. 
"RELIEF PROPOSALS. 


oeR, London, July 24, - 
o Strong denunciation of the Gov- 


ernment was voiced in the House 


of Commons to-day, when My Rum 
any Mac)onald,'the Lahour leader, 
smoved a ‘vote of censure in regard 
fo inemployment. , 
The House, however, rejected 

the motion by.331 votes bo 161, 
‘The vote of censure viewed with 
grave concern the growing voluma 
of unemployment, deplored the in- 
_ Adequacy and ineffectiveness of 
“ the measures tuke to deal with the 
_ Problem" and the Government's 
failure to relleve the ‘plight of 
many povorty-stricken areas, and 
moat severely condemned the Gov- 
, erament’s attitude towards those 
suffering from privation In econse- 

- quence of industrial depression. 


200,000 Miners Out of Work. 


_, Iu) moving ‘the resolution, Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald declared that 
thu nation had not only fo face 
ordinary unemployment, ‘but, be- 
aldes, thera were 200,000 miners 
permanently and hopelessly out of 
work, who, until death, would have 

__ either to live on doles or charity,” 

The Governmant, sald ‘Mr. Mac- 
Donald, had gone on two funda- 
mentally wrong — assumptions—— 
namely, that trade was going to 
improve and that reduction of 
‘wages and Increase of hours were 
‘going to Improve production,

King, Messrs. Jardine, Matheson 
and Company's agent.

Commenting,on ‘the discovery, 
our correspondent says the persin- 
fence of underground Communist 
netivity is only equalled by the 
extraordinary way In which. dan- 
gerdus plots have repentedly been 
unenrthed when on . the verge of 
execution, , 

This was the case more than 
once when Marshal Li Chaij-sum was 
eostablishing his regime in Canton 
and his generals were taking over 
in Swatow. It waa the case again 
rocently. when the attempt to blow 
up the Conference of Executive 
Officials was discovered. Press 
reports on this latter plot give the 
number of arreats as some seventy, 
of whom over forty have .been

PUNISHMENT. DEMAND. 


The Japan Advertiser: of July 13 
publishes ‘a telegram dated 
Whashington July: 10, giving: ‘the 
text of. the Note addressed bythe 
United.

The: Crime Recounted, 


_Dr. Seymoyr, according to the 
note, was shot and killed on.April 
16 by soldiers of Gen. Feng Fu- 
hslang’s army. i 

The note states thatrthe Ameri- 
cun Legation is in reeeipt of 
evidence, substantiated by the 
of witnesses, that 
several Nationalist soldiers. selzod 
Dr. Seymour on the street.outaide 
the miasion compound. ‘ He broke 
from thelr grasp, and, entering the 
compound barred the gato, “where- 
upon -the soldiers firéd through 
the yate,, one bullet passing 
through Dr. Seyntéur’s heart, 

‘ “The soldiera'then opened the 
gute, robbed his body and depart- 
ed,” the. Note continues. “Dr, 
Seymour died ten minutes later.” 
“IL fy added that ‘on April 24 
Generals ‘Fang .Chen-wu, Sun 
Liang-chen and Ho Yao-tau of the 
Nationalist forces called at the 
mission and expressed regret for 
the killing of Dr. Seymour. 

Sinee then no effort has been 
made to cause the arrest .and 
punishment of the soldieta guilty 
of this,murder,” so far as the 
Amerlean Legation has, béen in- 
formed.
